The Yankoo voyager who goes southward
under the Sauthern Cross, writés 8 corre-
spondent of the Plttsburg Dizpatoh, must got
tup early In the morning If he desires to
cateh the first and most impressive glimpse
of the South Ametican continent.
abed till the warm, fragrant air is bathed in
sunshine, and the throb of dthe steamer’s
propeller has coased; till the vessel’s motion
has eeassd simultancously with the shouts of
the sallors, and the unintelligible Jargon of
two dozen allen tongues, he will open the
door of his stateroom, or peer through an
open porthole, to find his ship ‘tled up bard
and fast to the dock In Puerto Cabello,

Below him as he steps on deock, and atreteh-
Ing away to the right and lefi, are comming-
ling the lines of red and yellow; the red of
tile roofs, and the yellow of walls of the old
Spanish town, while behind And above it all,
like a Genl guarding his falry bride, towering
gaunt, rugged and Imposing, and girded mid-
way to its summit with a belt of Descy cloud,
rises one of the peaks of the coastline Andes.
The dock Is crowded with lghtly elad men
in all colors of raiment, with sallors, citizens
and fruit sellers,

“Veneauela." The volee broke harshly into
A dream of home, and following a thunderous
rap at my stateroom door, tha owner of ithe
voice went tramping heavily along the deck
forward, his footsteps dying away In the
direction of the wheelehouse, I had asked to
bo wakened at daybreak, so that none of the
beauty which had provoked the admiration
of cthers might be lost to me, The deck was
deserted except for the presence of the captain
on the bridge, with his first officers, and two
men forward., A fresh, arduous bresze was
blu?vlrm from thea south,

No palnter ever palnted, and no post ever
sung of such a picture as lay around and
beyond the good ship Caracas that morning
in the summer seas. The versal seemed to
float in an ocean of miety gray, that stretched
away in limitless distance, There was no
horizon Ilne, for sea and sky secmed to meet
:lml'mitlgle ong hundred fathoms from the
ship's black sides, whila overhead was n
zenlth of despest blus plizeed by a single
star.  The water that psured from the ship's
prow fladied like liguid emeralds bedded In
Snow, ak the vessel bowed and ecourtesied to
the rising sun. This was a sea pleture,

ON THE BORDER OF THE SEA.

Before, and apparently within a half a
mile, though really three leagues distant,
there rose from the sems half-way to the
zenilh_ a dozen mountain peaks, not undulat-
ing with rounded summits as we know the
mountuing, but clear and shurp In lrregular
outline, plereing the sky with summits draped
In clouds, and lower down falling Into titanic
folds, strenking thelr sides In the morning
light with wonderful shadows of black and
gray and green. Behind these mountains, at
whose feet the sea lay deep in shadow, the
sun was shining in all his splendor, though
& semi-twillght wrapped the ship. Great fan-
like rays of golden light awept to the zenlth
from behind the penks; they swept higher and
higher, each minute widening and fading into
a flood of light. Then a golden d ok peeped
above a peak, the mists on the ocean's face
Hed awsy, the brasswork of the ship glittered
llke gold, the mountain sides became a vivid
green, and lying at thelr base, with a stretch
of dazzling sand beach and above it palm
trees lifting thelr splendid fronts, Puerto
Cabello, the Port of the Halr, lay like a strip
of red and gold on the border of the ssa.

FPuerte Cabello Is the first Venezuelan polnt
reached in the voyage from New Yerk., Pas-
sengers for Caracas and La Guayra change
steamboats at the Mitch island of Curacoa
and go direct. Puerto:Cabello is calied the
“Port of thé Halr,' bhecause In the exag-
gerated and flamboyant style of the old Span-
farde It was clalmed that the harbor was so
safe that it was only necessary to tle the
vessels with a halr. I notlced, however, that
our vessel was held securely by four three-
inch cables and an anchor. The harbor, how-
ever, 1a the best on the Venezuelan coast, It
Is safe, though small, and the largest shipe
can ride right up to the dock and discharge
thelr cargo.

No story of the Spanish maln was ever
written or ever will be truthfully told with-
out mention of Puerto Cabello—it Is pro-
noeunced “'Port-o-Cabaysh.' It there could
rigs from the gands at the bottom of its bay
all the cavaliers of old Castile, all the heau-
tiful women of Spain, and all the ships and
galleons loaded with the riches of the Andean
country that bave disippeared beneath Its
wiaters during the first 160 years of Spaniah
conguest and plrate putrage, a city and an
Armada would rise to life.

HISTORY WRITTEN IN BLOOD.

No port on the Spanish main suffered
more from the early buccaneers than this
one. The first 100 years of Its history is
written in the hlood of native, pirate and
conqulstadore, Bhips have been scuttled and
burhied, and men have ‘‘walke! the plank”
right in this harbor, through whose waters
the steamships of two contingnts now plow
their way. At the entrance to the harbor
on the right stands the old fort, built 350
yerrs ago as a protection against the
bLecaneers who ravaged the Spanish maln.
Only the Inner fortress remains, bullt after
the manner of the Spanish fort at St
Avgustine, Fla., with embrasures every

Their headgear varies with the faney of
the wearer, being either a straw slouch hat
or a regulation army cap of blue, with red
or gold brald at every seam. The uniforms
of the officers are of blue cloth faced with
gold, and with ad abundance of gold braid
on their caps, As for arms, they carry
muskets and rifles and the deadly machete,
the latter an almost stralght, thick sword,
shorter than a sabre, and a terrible weapon
In the hands of these men,

It Is a grievous mistake to suppose that
the Venezuelan soldler isan't a fighter. The
fact as attested by Americans resident in
this country s that the Venezuelan blindly
follows his leader in battle and s absolutely
fearless. He s not much of a rifle shot,
for his training haa not been in that direc-
tion, but his forte Is In the macheto, or
short sword, and with this In his hand in
actlon he becomes a formidable foe.

There Is not a dark-colored house In
Puerto Cabello. The prevalling colors are
white and yellow, with bhere and there drab,
blue and green In various shades, Every
house Is & parallplogram, with a courtyard In
the center blooming with flowers of wvivid
hue and palms and ferns In profuslon,

The doors of tne houses are high and wide,
opening Into a long, cool passage, This
passuge ends In the courtyard. The lving
and sleeping rooms open into the courtyard,
There are, In the large houses, from two to
four windows opening on the street. These
windows extend usually about eighteen Inches
over the sidewalk, and have perpendicular
Iron bars six Inchea apart.

Such a lhing as an Ameriean<built house
Is unknown here,
Is of red Dutch tlle, lald In eement that has
besn laid on board sheeting. There are very
few two-story houses. The walls of the
dwelllngs are two feet thick In most cnses.
This, with cool follage of the courtyard, and
the profuse use of awninga, makes a Puerto
Cabello resldence a very desirable place
In the heat of midsummer, when the ther-
mometer elimbs to the ninetieth degree notch
and hangs there for weeks at a time.

Puerto Cabello has most excellent paved
streots and pavements. The average width
of the streets s twenty-four feet from
house line to house line, The pavements
vary from two feet to four feet In width,

STREET PAVING IS UNEXCELLED.

Every sireet, no matter how narrow or
mean, has a pavement, and It |s made of
cement, In a manner which cannot be ex-
celled by any contractor in Philadelphia or
Plttsburg. There is no such thing as every
man laying the pavement In front of his
house, thus fnsuring no uniformity or solid-
ity. Here the government takes charge, and
every pavement has the sppearance of being
ona solid streteh, of. cement, twelve inches
high above the ‘cobblestones of the stireets.
The smaller’ streate are paved with small
pleces of stone get fn dlamonds and squares.
The larger stregls are of cobblestones. The
paths in t gquares are macadamized or
paved with bricks.

The waters of the barbor of Puerto Cabello
are of great clearness, and the voyager lean-
ing over the taffrail of the steamer can see
shoals of ﬁsfhew,_like dark shadows, darting
around the ghip, Bharks are plenty, and oc-
caslonally am octopus or devil fish is landed.
The fishing in the bay of Puerto Cabello and
off shore is unsurpassed In southern waters,

Such a thing as a fire department Is un-
known here, though It I8 a city of G000 in-
habitants. Flrea are rare, and when they
do oceur thay confine themselves to the bulld-
ing in whichsthey originate,

Sparks cannot fire red tile roofs, and fire
canuot penetrata g two-foot wall. The police-
man dresses Im.a light checkered summer
sult, and carries his sword dangiing by his
pide, with the belt, a brilliant-colored sash.

The fishermen of Puartn Cabello, who fur-
nish Valencia and every contiguous Iinland
clty with sea food, are as picturesque a sel
aa ever thelr Levauting brothers dare be.
One of the large boats Is manned by five
fishers from the Canary lsles, and with their
red mobk capy, swarthy faces, heavy arme
and piratical faces, are modern counterparts
of Captain Kidd's men, The native fisher-
men are a daring lot. In nothing but a dug-
out, in which they sguat and wield a canoe
paddle, they venture away off shore, where
their light cockleshell boats ride the waves
llke so muany corks, Fish are very cheap
averaging anywhere from 2% to 4. cents per
pound,

When the day laborer of Puerto Cabello
puts in six hours at work, he considers his
work done, and knocks off the remalning
daylght hours, Werking hours are from 6 or
6:30 to 10 o'clock in the morning, and from
2 to 4 o'clock in the aftérnoon,

BUSINESS STOPS AT NOON.

The midday hours are given over to the
siesta, during which breakfast is eaten and
the native takes a nap. Business s practically
suspended, and all the business houses, with
few exceptions, cloge between 11 and 1 o*elock,
The intense heat of the sun during these
midday hours renders (mis imperative,
Belween hours named the strects are desertzd
except by some colored persons, who may be
out at this time, and who Invarlably protect
themselves with an umbrella.

In the matter of meals, thig rule Is In-
variably followed all through this portion of
South Ameriea; coffee at 7 or 8 o'clock, break-
fast at 12, and dinper at 8. For coffes there
ig served with it m roll and butter and some
cheese.  Varlety Iw added by a dish of cold
meat, but this ¥ a dish of the upper clames,
Breakfast at uoon {8 not the breakfast of the
United States. [t begins with soup, and ends
with sweets and fruits. In every house except
the very poorest, red wine Js served with
breakfast and dinner,

Although this is not the ralny season, copl-
ous showersa are not Infrequent along thlk
portion of the coust. ‘The uight of our ar-
rival a very heavy downpour occurred, last-
ing for nearly an hour.

The squares and streets were flooded Lo a
depth of four Inches, und In zome places it
wos impossible to get from one sidewalk to
the other. This condition of affairs was no
embarrassment whativer to the col rel people,
women especlally,  Most of lem go from
January to Janvary without shoe or slipper.
As for dress, Joseph's coat ls pot In it with
some of the sbony belles of Puerto Cabello,
and when pavements gre warm and the earth
soft and molst, whal's the use of shoes any-
how, If you have a red callco dress and a
yellow turban? 8o, Ignoring the great puddies
that stretched from curb to curb, the women,
unabashed, pulled thelr stily starched skirts
to thelr koees and waded across, As for
the men, they *kipped nimbly from exposed
stone to stong, ometimes getting up to their
anklea in water! The men wear shoes, or a
sort of combined slipper and sandal made
with heayy learher sole and canvas tops and
straps, Maoy of the women also wear them.
